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OTTAWA, Oct. 10—(Ch)— 
Uanada’s farmers are in the 
limelight this week with ar- 
nouncements indicating the 


importance of the egricultural 
front in the United Nations’ 
War economy. 


Agriculture Minister Gardi- 
ner announced an agreement 
under which Canada will step 
up her shipments of bacon and 
pork products to Britain by 
75,000,000 pounds in the year 
1942-43, 


The agreement calls ror ex- 
port of 675,000,000 pounds at a 
price 10 per cent higher than 
the price paid under the ex- 
piring 600,000 000-pourd = eon- 
tract for 1941-42. Average 
price will be $21.75 per 100 
pounds Grade A Wiltshire sides 
at seaboard, against $19.77 
under the current sgreement, 
The old agreement does not 
run out until early in Novem- 
ber but hog prices already have 
beon increased, 


Want More Sheep—Canada's 
campaign to produce more 
sheep to make up for overseas 
wool supplies fost because of 
enemy gains ‘in the Pacific 
theatre of war is going to suc- 
ceed, says James A. Telfer, as- 
sistant chief of the Agricuture 
Department production — ser- 
vices. Mr, Telfer, who is in 
charge of sheep and wool pro- 
duction, said he believed 1,000,- 
000 more sheep and 7,000,000 
pounds additional wool produc- 
tion appeared assured for Can- 
ada next year. 

He predicted there would be 
4,000,000 sheep for shearing in 
1943 and said farmers had done 
a good job. 

Industry Restriction—An- 
nouncements by various au- 
thorities have left no doubt 
that Canadians must expect 


drastic steps towards industrial 
curtailment soon, Donald Gor 
don, chairman of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, and 
Elliot M. Little, National Selec- 
tive Service Director, addres- 
sing the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce convention at the 
Seigniory Club, Que., stressed 
that the curtailment program 
has been long under study and 
that it is absolutely necessary 
to help to win the war. 


Tenor of their talks hinted 
strongly that the program is 
imminent, and Mr. Little em- 
phasized that every Canadian 
must take bis place either in 
the armed forces or in essential 


industry. Mr. Gordon,  out- 
lining the curtailment program, 
said that not only must 


“luxury” industries go entirely, 
but that industries needed to 
sustain Canada at home must 
be pared to the limit. 


Awards for Army—Canada's 
first Victoria Cross of the Sec- 


ond Great War has been 
awarded to Lt.-Col, Cezil Mer- 
ritt of Vancouver and Belle- 


ville, Out, The award topped a 
list of decorations to 178 Can- 
adian officers and men who 
fougbt the battle of Dieppe. 
Col. Merritt, commander of the 
South Saskatchewan Regiment, 
led his men and ‘fought beside 
them with gun and grenede 
during the advance, and tben 
covered their retreat from the 


beach to fall prisoner to the 
enemy. In addition, 12 Can- 
adiau officers received the 


Distinguished Service Order, 12 
non-commissioned officers and 
men the Distinguished Conduct 
medal, 16 officers received the 
Military Cross and 45 men the 
Military Medal, while 24 officers 
and 68 other ranks were ‘men- 
tioned in dispatches.”’
